Russia Lays 
Claim to 
Slice of Italy 


LONDON, Sept. 14—(/)—Rus- 
sia was reported on good author- 
ity tonight to have entered a claim 
before the Big Five council of for- 
eign ministers for a share of Italy’s 
Mediterranean possessions—possi- 
biy the strategic Dodecanese Is- 
lands off the Turkish coast. 

This reported Soviet action 
came as the council invited all the 
nations which had been at war 
with Italy to submit their “views 
in writing” on the drafting of the 
Italian peace treaty., 

Observers said that the Dodeca- 
nese Islands possibly attracted 
ian interest since they 
cover the southern approach to the 
Dardanelles, linking the Black Sea 
and the Mediterranean. Historical- 
lv Russia has shown a desire to 
contro] the Dardanelles. 

The Greeks already have made 
strong demands for the Dodeca- 
nese. 

NO DETAILS 

Although there were no details 
of the Russian claim, observers 
expressed the belief that Russia 
also may have asked for a share 
in the control of any trusteeships 


toward the north which would 


bring it closer to populous cities 


on Florida’s gold coast. 

Six Army men who flew through 
the storm to its very eye reported 
its velocity was so great that it 
threatened a potential major dis- 
aster to any big city it might 
strike.

Thousands of persons in expos- 
ed areas began to trek to safety 
under Coast Guard, Red Cross and 
Weather Bureau urgings and disaz 
ter committees reported to stations 
as the hurricane equalling the dis- 
astrous one of 1926 approached. 

Schools, police stations and oth- 
er public buildings were thrown 
open to refugees throughout south 
Florida. The federal storm warn- 
ing service estimated that squalls 
would be felt in this area tomor- 
row morning, building up to gales 
and then howling hurricane winds 
as the center passed probably over 
the Florida keys Saturday after- 
noon.

This Week for Hearings 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—(P)— 
President Truman recommended 
today that congress take $16,824.,- 
553,927 out of the Navy’s pocket- 
book. 

He was reported at the same 


time to have told congressional 
and departmental officials in a 
White House meeting that the 
service will have to take its 
chances with other agencies in the 
postwar budget. 


He also was said to have urged 
Chairman Walsh, Democrat, Mas- 
sachusetts, of the Senate Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, to go ahead with 
hearings on a bill to govern the 
‘postwar size of the fleet, introduc- 
‘ed by Walsh and Chairman Vin- 
son, Democrat, Georgia, of the 
House Naval Committee. 


Vinson, another participant in 
the White House conference on 
Navy matters in general, announc- 
ed that his committee will start 
hearings on the measure next 
week. 

Walsh and Vinson proposed that 
most of the wartime Navy be kept 
afloat, with a total of 1,079 fight- 
ing ships—one-third active. 

The President, in his formal rec- 
ommendation to congress, said he 
expects to ask for other Navy ap- 
propriations adjustments later. He 
suggested that congress review all 
existing authorizations for con- 
struction of naval vessels. . 

The total of cuts he recommend- 
ed today was made up of $11,518.,- 
301,253 in current appropriations 
and contract authorizations, and 
$3,306,252,674 of unused balances 
from previous years. 

The President asked that actual 
appropriations for the 1946 fiscal 
year, which started July 1, be 
trimmed $8,305,859,122 from their 
present total of $25,808,930,859. 

“In making these recommenda- 
tions for reductions,” the Presi- 
dent said in his letter of transmit- 
tal, “consideration has been given 
to the tremendous problem of de- 
mobilization and the yet undeter- 
mined requirements for a peace- 
time Navy.”

To Release 13, 


000 Doctors 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(UP)—The War Department today re- 
Cuced the discharge point score and age requirements of Army medi- 
cal personnel in a move to restore 13,000 doctors, 25,000 nurses and 
3.500 dentists to civilian life by the end of this year. 


Many other Army medical offi- 
cers also will be affected. 

The Army said that by next 
July—when the size of the Army 
will have shrunk to 2,500,000 men 
—it expects to release 3,000 doc- 
tors, 10,000 dentists and more 
than 40,000 nurses. This would 
represent a 70 per cent cut in the 
peak medical corps strength on 
VE-Day. | 
FOLLOWS DEMAND 

The action followed repeated 
congressional demands that more 
doctors and nurses be discharged 
lest civilian health suffer further. 

Other demobilization develop- 
ments: 

1. The Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, which began hearings 
this week to speed the pace of 
Army demobilization, took time 
out over the weekend. Navy De- 
partment witnesses will testify 
Monday when the hearing re- 
sumes. 

2. Sen. Tom Connally, Demo- 
crat, Texas, urged the Military 
and Naval Affairs Committees to 
“keep after the Army and Navy 
until they show some disposition 
to relax their ‘present rigid de- 
mobilization regulations.” He said 
men with families and overseas 
service should be released and 
that it will take “something more 
than talk to make the Army and 
Navy act.”

3. Sen. Clyde Hoey, Democrat, 
North Carolina, charged that the 
point system operates unfairly for 
men who have put in five years 
of service but never got overseas.

We Need Rickenbacker Field 


Municipal airport, because of its loca- 
tion and terrain, is where Atlanta’s chief 
airport must be developed. 


There is room there, and the expense 
involved in making it a field with dupli- 
cate runways and provisions for instru- 
ment landings is not too great. 


Any attempt to make the field any but 
the chief development would be, in our 
judgment, an error. 


But Atlanta needs Rickenbacker field 
badly. If it is put on the market, as it is 
indicated it will be, then Cobb, DeKalb, 
Fulton and Atlanta must all work together 
to have it made a part of what should be 
an integrated airport system for the met- 


ropolitan area. This area will need not 
merely the Municipal airport and the Rick- 
enbacker airports but also the DeKalb 
county airport now used by the Navy in 
flight training. 


Rickenbacker field is a magnificent air- 
port for its purpose and it fits into the 


«future as part of an airport system. The 


fact it is built on ridges makes expensive 
and difficult the development of duplicate 
runways and blind landing mechanics, but 
it is a field which should be acquired and 
fitted into the picture and plan of the fu- 
ture.

The Fleas, Yes; Also the Rats, Please 


_ Not enough Georgians are aware of the 
alarming fact that painful, often fatal 
typhus fever, has been slowly but surely 
gaining in number of cases each year. 


The typhus in this region comes from a 
bite of the rat flea. In Europe the disease 
is produced by the bite of the louse. Our 
own health officials shiver with fear that 
one of these days the disease here may be 
transmitted to the louse and from it to 
human beings. 


We note, therefore, with approval that 
the new insecticide DDT is to be widely 
used throughout Georgia by the state and 


federal health departments to kill as many 
fleas as possible in public buildings. Coun- 
ty health officers also will be allotted sup- 
plies of DDT. 


This is good news. But what about 
rats? In the city of Atlanta there are 
many areas where they swarm. Every 
community has its share of them. A state- 
wide program against rats, intensified by 
co-operation of city governments, would 
be an even better program. The present 
campaigns seem to be widely scattered 
and to make no real headway against the 
rodents. As long as they remain the supply 
of fleas will be constant.

Certainly We Need 
More Traffic Cops 


It is doubtful if there is an individual, auto- 

ist or pedestrian, who will disagree with As- 

. sistant Police Chief Neal Ellis and Traffic Judge 

Luke Arnold in their claim that Atlanta needs a minimum of 120 
men in the police traffic bureau. 

Undoubtedly traffic conditions in Atlanta are critical. Like- 
wise there is only one criticism of the expectation they will grow 
worse, if violators are not quickly curbed. That criticism is con- 
tained in the caustic query, “Can they?” 

It has reached the point where it is a practical impossibility to 
drive a dozen blocks without witnessing four or five violations of 
the simple, basic traffic rules. 

One thing needs emphasizing, however. Autoists are bad. Speed- 
sters are numerous. But, when it comes to endangering life and 
ignoring the simplest traffic rules, pedestrians are as bad as motor- 
ists, if not worse. 

It is almost miraculous that more pedestrians are not killed or 
injured. The only reason for their comparative safety is the care 
and watchfulness of the autoists—most of them. 


’ It has gotten so that a motorist, approaching a 
Ignore Lights pele 28 street intersection, has not only to 
watch the lights, but has to expect three or four or more pedes- 
trians to ignore the red light and start across in front of his bump- 
ers. There are some intersections where pedestrians are either all 
ignorant there are traffic lights there or else believe the lights do not 
concern them at all, They walk blithely across against the red light 
and look indignant and abused when a motorist’s horn tries to 
tell them they are blocking traffic, violating the rights of others, 
to say nothing of endangering their own lives. 

Then there are so many who have the habit of darting out across 
the street, in midblock, from between parked cars, Time and again 
I have seen tragedies narrowly averted, only because a motorist’s 
brakes were in good condition. 

There are certain blocks in downtown Atlanta where this mid- 
block crossing by pedestrians is especially common. I have come 
to know them—avoid them if possible, remain exceptionally alert 


when I do use them. 

When you go to the basfc cause of 
A Matter of Courtesy traffic violations, whether by mo- 
torists or pedestrians, it is a lack of simple courtesy. For violators 
thereby reveal they lack simple, decent consideration for the safety 
and the rights of others. 

I would like to see a strict, impartial enforcement of all traffic 
laws upon motorists. Keep ’em within the city’s 25 mph. speed 
limit. Make ’em stop before a right turn on a traffic light. Make 
’em obey all stop signs. Make ’em give the proper hand signals 
before turning, slowing or stopping. 

In short, enforce the laws. I’ll try to obey them all myself, 
but if I don’t, I want an officer to bring me to taw. 

At the same time, I want a sufficient number of the 120 traffic 
bureau officers—if we get them—detailed to downtown intersec- 
tions to make pedestrians, too, obey the ordinances. If necessary, 
make some cases against jaywalkers. Make sidewalk crowds obey 
the traffic lights. Fine a few of the midblock darters-out and make 
those waiting for a traffic light to change, to stand on the sidewalk, 
not eight feet out in the street, as so many do today. 

Traffic conditions are, undeniably, bad. Very bad. Preaching 
won’t help. A little stern—withal courteous—enforcement of the 
laws is the only way to re-teach Atlantans how they should drive 
and how they should walk. .

Jobless Pay Increase 
Thought Unjustified 


WASHINGTON.—In rejecting the proposal 

by President Truman for government-sponsored 

aut emergency unemployment benefits of $25 a week 

for 26 weeks, covering the period of reconversion, the Senate 
Finance Committee was guided largely by two considerations: 

1. The inability of many of the individual states to avail them- 
selves of the government benefits because of limitations of their 
own laws; and, 

2. The feeling arrived at by members of the committee, after 
a thorough study of the subject, that reconversion would. be hin- 
dered rather than helped by the program as recommended. 

By way of compromise the committee has drawn up a bill less 
liberal in its provisions and designed to conform more with state 
laws. 

A number of the states were found to have statutes prohibit- 
ing them from going as high as the $25-a-week level in unemploy- 
ment payments provided for in the President’s proposal. In order 
for them to have participated in the program it would have been 
necessary for them to change these laws. This would have been 
difficult for many of them to do in time to come under the pro- 
gram, due to legislative complications. 


° . . But perhaps the main objection to the White 
Main Objection House recommendation came on the score 
that, because of the generous benefits proposed, it would act as a 
detriment to re-employment. 

Much evidence was developed by the committee as to the effect 
the program would have on the workers of the country. Given a 
guarantee of $25 a week for 26 weeks, many war workers thrown 
temporarily out of jobs during the period of reconversion would, 
it was felt, avail themselves of the opportunity to take a 26-week 
vacation at this rate of pay. 

Instead of returning to jobs as they were opened, too many work- 
ers just would not be able to resist the temptation to lay off until 
the period of unemployment compensation was exhausted. 

At least that is the conclusion reached by a majority of the 
finance body. It seems to be supported by most of the surveys. 

One faulty premise of the original White House recommenda- 
tion, committee members found, was the assumption it seemed to 
make that the workers of the country would be left in dire straits 
during the reconversion period. 

It suggested that workers would leave their lucrative war jobs 
without any savings to tide them over the period of stress during 
which industry will reconvert for the production of peacetime goods. 

To correct this it was proposed that the government should 
guarantee to them total payments of $25 a week for a maximum 
of 26 weeks. 

But where the proposal was faulty, it is held, was in the as- 
sumption (1) that the nation’s war workers would be forced out 
of employment without any savings from their good-paying war 
jobs, and (2) that all of them would be eager to return to new 
jobs immediately in any event. 


° . The bank deposits of the country mark an all- 
Savings High time high. They are swollen with the greatest 
accumulation of private savings in history. Unable to spend the 
profits of their war labors, working people, no less than the public 
generally, have put away an enormous amount in savings. 

This tends to belie the suggestion that our workers will be in 
need of relief when forced to undergo temporary unemployment. 
They have been industrious during the rich war period and most 
of them have put aside an adequate amount for the emergency that 
all saw coming at the end of hostilities. 

As to the second point, committee surveys tend to show that 
many or most workers looked upon the end of the war as the signal 
for taking a much deserved vacation. Saving worked hard and 
tirelessly in turning out the tools of war, they were ready to take 
a rest when peace came. 

Farmers and residents of small communities who left their 
homes to take lucrative war jobs at the larger industrial centers 
are flocking back to their communities in wholesale numbers, glad 
of an opportunity to resume old ties. Until they have spent a 
certain period of rest, no kind of a job would tempt them. 

It is only natural to suppose that the vast majority of them will 
be content to re-establish themselves in their old environments. 
That perhaps will be even more true of the thousands of women 
war workers thrown out of employment by reconversion. 

Under the circumstances, the committee does not seem to have 
acted unwisely in modifying the provisions of the original proposal.
